wss the most impressive ceremony ever 
held in the State of Ohio or probably in 
America. From sll parts of the United 
States were assembled the lesding digni- 
taries of the church, both young and old. 
The Right Rev. Bishop of Louisville, 
William George McCloskey, D. D., wss 
present, and assisted in the solemn ma«s 
of requiem. Since the death of the 
venerable Archbishop, Dr. McCloekey is 
tbe oldest Bishop in the United States. 
Cardinal Gibbons and sll the Arch- 
bishops were in attendance. 

The scene st the Cathedral was impres- 
sive beyond description. Long before 
the hour fixed for the solemn services to 
begin thoussnds of people filled the 
streets surrounding the Csthedral. They 
came from all parts of Ohio and from 
Kentucky aa well as from Cincinnati. 
When tbe doors of the great Cathedral 
were opened those who had cards were 
admitted and this immense auditorium 
waa at once filled. Thousands were 
unsble to gain admission, but waited 
patiently outside, and when the mass 
followed the remains to the 
cemetery. 

The scene in the sanctuary was the 
most impressive sight of sll. All of the 
clergy wore blsck vestments except 
Csrdinsl Gibbons. There were fully 500 
Bishops and prieats in the sanctuary and 
at the alUr railing. The high mass of 
requiem wss sung by Archbishop 
Moeller,' the successor of *—» » !■■ ia 
Elder. He wss sasisted by the Very 
Rev. Dr. Schoenhoft, V. G., the Rev. 
August Quatman and Rev. William 
Hickey. At the conclusion of the maas 
the Moat Rev. John J. Keane, Arch- 
bishop of Dubuque, preached the funeral 
sermon. Archbishop Keane is one of 
tbe finest orators among the Catholic 
dignitaries of America. His tribute to 
the venerable Archbishop was a classic. 
He spoke for an hour. We regtet that 
space forbids the publication of this 
great funeral sermon. 

Following the sermon there were five 
solemn absolutions given by Cardinal 
Gibbons, Archbishop Ryan, Bishops 
Mses, Healin snd Allen, each attended 
by two chaplains. 

Ail the Catholic church bells in Cin- 
cinnati tolled while the funeral proces- 
sion moved from tbe Cathedral to the 
cemetery. The funeral cortege was 
several miles long, and in it were some 
of the most distinguished men in Ohio ss 
well as many of the humblest laborers in 
Cincinnsti. Never before in Cincinnsti 
was there such a tribute paid to a citizen 
as was paid to the dead Archbishop. All 
classes turned out, even though it was 
election day. 

At tbe grave the final services were 
conducted by Archbishop Moeller, 
assisted by Fathers Nsu and Dutton.

ALSO A SCHOOL FOR TEACHERS 



The chartering of the College of St. 
Angela, the first and only Catholic col- 
lege for women iu New York Stste, wss 
sn event of grest importance to the 
teachers it Greater New York. This 
college, which is situsted in New 
Rochelle, is the result of the fruitful 
labors of the Ursuline nuns. Their semi- 
nary in New Rochelle hss long been 
noted for the excellence of its instruc- 
tion, ssys the New York Sun. 

The college is founded on s liberal 
basis. While its primary object is to 
provide collegiate training for Catholic 
girls, those of other denominations are 
also welcomed. An important part of 
the policy of tbe college will be the offer- 
ing to teachers of an opportunity to ob- 
tain a degree without sacrificing their 
profession. In this it follows Adelphi 
College in Brooklyn. In pursuance of 
this policy a two hour course will be 
given this winter in Manhattan at One 
Hundred and Twenty-ninth street and 
Madiaon avenue. 

The aubject of the course will be "Con- 
temporary Educational Problems." It 
will be given on Tuesday and Thursdsy 
evenings. Tbe hour on Tuesdsy will be 
devoted to s considerstion of the history 
and principles of education. On Thurs- 
dsy evenings there will be s aeries of 
thirty lectures, delivered by the educa- 
tional leaders of thia city and its vicinity. 
Tbey will discuss the live educational 
problrma of tbe day. Every effort will 
be made to haj» these lectures given by 
men well known in the educational 
world. The Presidents of neighboring 
college the ymfaaWirs of educjfcjon in 
neighborTng institutions, the highest su- 
pervisory officials in the city public school 
system, the principals of the city High 
Schools snd men snd women of equsl 
reputation will be among the lecturers. 

It ia expected that Archbishop Fsrley 
will deliver the opening sddress snd 
thst Moisignor Lavelle, tbe distinguished 
ex-President of the Cstholic summer 
school, will be the first lecturer. The 
course will be s three-fold vslue to the 
members of the teaching profession. In 
the first plsce it will be a culture course 
for teachers and will enable them to 
enjoy the rare opportunity of hearing tbe 
ablest educational men in this part of the 
country. In the second place it will 
count toward an A. B. degree at the 
College of St. Angela. In the third 
place it will be possible for teschers, by 
complying with certain elimination re- 
quirements, to count it toward eligibility 
for candidacy for licenae No. 1 and for 
the head of department and principal's 
licenaes. During the course many help- 
ful auggestions will be given of value 
to candidates for places in city schools. 

During succesaive yeara the city 
courses will be so planned that any 
teacher will be able to earn a degree 
without msking the sacrifice necessitated 
by lesving her profession. The College 
of St. Angels is planning to do a great;' 
and noble work, both for iu re 
students and for members of the ! 
profession. Just aa soon as it is feasible 
the college will become s member of the 
Society College Entrsnce Board of the' 
Middle States and Maryland. Eve 
precaution will be taken to guard t 
value of its degree and to hsve the co 
lege maintain the standing of its pred 
cessor, the Ursuline Seminary.

The strongest sermon delivered 
in Louisville in any of the non- 
Catholic churches fnr a long time 
was that of the Rev. William H. 
Ramsay at the Unitarian church of 
the Messiah last Sunday. Rev. 
Ramsay's subject was divorce. He 
referred to the suggestion recently 
made by an English author that 
the marriage contract ought to be 
limited to a term of years, and 
when the old bonds become irksome 
either party could break the tie at 
will. This preposterous suggestion 
was denounced by Mr. Ramsay, 
who said if it were followed it 
would put an end to the home. He 
said, very truly, that the ease with 
which the marriage tie is severed 
in many of the States fosters the 
notion that marriage is only a pri- 
vate contract between two persons. 
Such ideas, he said, meant the de- 
terioration of the home and the 
degredation of the State. 

The burden of his argument was 
that the churches, meaning of 
course the sects outside the Catho- 
lic church, should take steps to 
denounce the freedom with which 
divorces are granted. It was time 
the churches were waking up, the 
speaker said, as there was grave 
danger to society and to the State. 

In closing the reverend gentle- 
man said: "The Roman Catholic 
church has always maintained a 
dignified and consistent position on 
the subjects of marriage and di 
vorce, and has been a bulwark 
against a floodtide of lawlessness 
upon these questions. But our 
Protestant churches have had no 
settled principles and have main 
tained no consistent action on the 
subjects of marriage and divorce 
We have done little or nothing to 
educate the masses upon these vital 
social problems." 

This coming from a preacher who 
is not orthodox among Protestants 
is refreshing and ought to wake up 
some of the members of the Minis- 
isterial Association. The Catholic 
church teaches that marriage is a 
sacrament and that it is unlawful 
for a divorced person to marry 
again. The solution of the evil is 
in obeying the teachings of the 
Catholic church. It is simplicity 
itself. 



THE BOND ISSUE. 

The proposed bond issue of 
$3,500,000 for the purpose of build- 
ing sewers and rebuilding streets 
was defeated Tuesday on account 
of failing to receive the requisite 
two-thirds majority. The vote on 
the bond question was: For, 17,- 
069; against, 14,434. This is the 
second time the bond question has 
been submitted to a vote of the peo- 
ple with a like result. It is evident 
therefore that the people do not 
want a bond issue, no matter 
how badly the city needs sewers. 
The will of the majority is supreme 
and must be respected. While we 
favored the bond issue and believe 
it would have been a good thing for 
the community, we are not going 
to quarrel with those who took a 
different view of the subject. 

Mayor Grainger announces that 
he will immediately take up the 
sewer question with the members 
of the General Council and try to 
provide :»ewers in the district* 
where it is imperative to have 
drainage to carry off the surplus 
water after a heavy rainfall, but 
adequate sewers can not be built 
without a large outUy of money, 
and to do this would require an in- 
crease in the present tax rate. The 
Mayor does not favor an increase in 
the tax rate for 1905, and therefore 
but few sewers will be built next 
year. People must wait for sewers 
until they are in the humor to vote 
for an issue of bonds to raise money 
to build them.

The 
request is not only reasonable, it ought 
not to be refused, says the editor of the 
Louisville Herald. The National ceme- 
tery laws stand, as they now read, against 
its being granted, but these laws should 
be at the earliest practicable moment 
revised to permit acceptance of a proposal 
honorable in the highest degree to 
American womanhood and wifehood, in 
thorough accord besides with the chival- 
ric nature of American manhood. 

The dead soldier was as great in war as 
he was fortunate and faithful in love. 
The qualities that made him a valiant 
fighter made him also a model husband. 
Sheridan the aoldier can not in history be 
separated from Sheridan the lover, the 
homemaker, the idol of • noble American 
woman. Fitting is it that, their hearts 
having been united by bonds inseparable, 
their ashes should mingle in one tomb. 
This tomb will convey a lesson to coming 
generations of civic and domestic loyalty, 
sure to bear golden harvests in manful 
achievements and fireside virtues. It 
was the homes of America that made a 
handful of colonists invincible in the 
Revolutionary struggle against the most 
powerful of governments. The soldier 
is bred af the fireside. It ia not the tech- 
nical training of military school or camp 
that really makea the fighter.

In the Dublin Freeman Mr. P. L. Con- 
nellan has been devoting attention to the 
Cathedral of Cologne and its statues. He 
says: 

"The great church of Catholic Ger- 
many is the Cathedral of Cologne. When 
the city was in its glory and its mer- 
chants were distinguished for their wealth 
the foundation stone of the Cathedral 
was laid. A century later a king of Eng- 
land raised money in Cologne for his 
wars with Prance. In 1340 King Rdward 
III. pawned all his queen's jewels, even 
to her crown, wrote the late Hungerford 
Pollen, to raise money for his French 
wars from the merchants of Flanders. 
He had pawned this crown the year be- 
fore at Cologne for $ 12,500. till his sub- 
jects sent 30,000 packs of wool up the 
Rhine to redeem it. This furnishes an 
indication ot the wealth of Cologne. 
This grand Cathedral is of the early 
pointed st\le of architecture known as 
Gothic. To the cloisters of the convent 
once belonging to the church fled the 
bruised spirit of a royal sufferer— the 
victim of Richelieu— the unfortunate and 
ambitious Mary de Medici. It is the 
largest Gothic edifice in the world. No 
one knows for certain who was the mar- 
velous genius who designed it. Popular 
fancy has, in the form of legends, settled 
this question to its own satisfaction, and 
while one of theae legends attributes the 
design to heavenly inspiration, the other 
associates it with diabolical agency." 

The Cathedral of Cologne was built to 
enshrine the remains of the three kings 
who, led by the star which appeared in 
the East at the time of the birth of Chriat, 
came to Bethlehem to adore the King of 
the Jews. The two great towers that rise 
in the front of the building reach the 
enormous height of US feet — the same as 
the length of the Cathedral itself. 

PLANTS IN I III. II 'Ml. 

A man who knows something of plants 
and flowers gave this advice to a woman 
who complained that she could not raise 
any kind of a plant, although she was 
always patronizing the florist and invest- 
ing in ferns aid palms: "I'll tell you 
what mav be the matter. The planta 
you buy have only juat been repotted 
or transplanted. They look sturdy in 
the florist's shop, but if he were to keep 
them in the window a day or so they 
would droop and die, too. What they 
need is just darkness and coolness, not 
beat and light. Give them a chance in 
some cool, dark place to sink their roots 
into the soil and become accustomed to 
the new earth and the new pot. Also 
try the plan of putting palms -<nd ferns 
in the cellar once in awhile to give them 
a rest. They need it just as much as we 
do at tunes " 

BLANKETS. 

Blankets can be beautifully washed in 
cold water and borax, although I know I 
am challenging the questioning wrath of 
many a housewife by saying cold instead 
of hot water. But r xperienctfi"' an in- 
imitable and not to be evaded teacher 
Just try my way and see if it i* not pre- 
ferable to toiling over tubs of steam 
Use a tablespoonful of powdered borax to 
each pail of water. Rub the blankets 
thoroughly, using a little good soap on 
every soiled place. Rinse well ahd hsng 
by the edge in the sun. They are as soft 
as new when dry. 

STARVATION IN ENGLAND. 

At a late meeting of the City Council 
of Manchester, Englaud, it waa an- 
nounced that owing to the hard times 
and depression id the cotton industries, 
between forty and fifty thousand people 
in the poorer parts of the city were ou 
the verge of starvation. Similar condi- 
tions prevail in London and other large 
cities of the United Kingdom, where the 
winter is expected to be one of the hard- 
est in many years for the poorer classes.

The Local Government Board have 
aanctirned the payment of the organizing 
teacher of the Kildare County Committee 
Gaelic League for teaching Irish to the 
children in Nass workhouse schools. 

On Sunday night an old man named 
Daniel Magee, who had attained the re 
markable age of 104 year8. diet! at the 
residence of his son-in-law at Lower 
Broughshane, about a couple of miles 
from Ballymena. 

At a public meeting in Enniacorthy 
Surgeon General Evatt, who has been 
asked to report on the poor law medical 
service in Ireland, said the bureaucratic 
management of Irish affair*, by Caatle 
boards was the weak point in Irish gov 
ernment. 

At the Waterford County Council t 
discussion took place on the reinstate 
ment of the evicted tenanta.
